it came to paſs that thoſe rimes, & even now in theſe 
chiefly amongſtithoſe which arc meerly Riders, & no 
Kevpers,therei$ n@Jafs time allowed tothe making up 
of a perfet Horf&;then ewo-years,when we know, and 
mytelffrom experience can juſtifie the ſame,that > _

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- Rider can keep as well as Ride,that is,give as well di- 


re&ions for the preſervation of a horſes health,andthe 
avoydance of ſorances and ſickneſs, as put in-praRice 
artfully every violence to be uſcd in his Leflons,he may 
very well make up a perte& horſe in three months, fit 
either for pleaſure or bartell, which is the full ſcope & 
end of this Treatiſe: wherein'T would not have any man 
expect either new Rules,or contradiftion cf any alrea- 
dy ſer down by men of praftice and knowledge inthe 
Art,but only a ſtraightning or drawing of them toge- 
ther into a much narrower compaſs,giving ſatisfaQtion 
to our defires, and finiſhing up our work with ſpced, 
which before was almoſt loſt or negle&ed, with the 
length of our labours,as you ſhal fully perceive by this 
diſcourſe which followeth.

Of the breeding of all ſorts of Horſes, fit for the Husband- 
| mans uſe, 
Fre minds of men being ſwayed with many various 
mottons,take delight ſometimes to be recreated ra- 
ther with contemplative delights,then with aQive plea- 
fures,and there is ſtrong reaſon therefore, becauſe dif- 
ability of body , or affairs of the Kingdome or Com- 
mon-wealth, may take a man from thoſe pre-occupa- 
tions, whichorherwilſe might ſtir him.ro-more labori- 
ous exercile;and of theſe contemplative Recreations, I 
can prefer none before that Gentlemanly 8& beneficial 
delight of breeding creatures meet for the uſe of man, 
& the good of the Gecncten wank he liveth, 
& of thele breedings I cannot eſteem any fo excellent, 
as the breeding of Horſes,both tor the pleaſure we gain 
thereby in our own particular ſervice, and alſo for the 
ſtrength, defence,and tillage of the Kingdom. 
Hethertore that ſurerh his recreation to the breeding 
of horſes, muſt firſt have reſpe@ unto the ground wher.

ccth his delight in the goodneſle of his horſe, I would 
wiſh him thus to order & diet him, he ſhall moſt a(- 
ſuredly come to the true knowledge of the beſt worth 
which is within him;and if in theſe rules, which I now 
ſhew,I be lefſe curious then formerly I have been,ler no

Art;I knew not how to bring a very fat horſe from 14/-

ſo continue all the year after; and ſurely for an ordina- 
ry proportion of cloaths,I hold a Canvale cloath, and a 
cloath of Houſe-wives woollen to be at full ſuffciene 
for a Hunting-horſe. 


A Hunting-horſe would be dreſ in his dayes of reſt, Of fling

manner of his dreſſing, after he is uncloathed,you ſhal

The beſt food for your running horſe, is either good 
ſweet Oats well dried, ſunned, and beaten; or bread 
made of two parts wheat, and but one part beans, and 
boulced and fitted and knodden,as was bcfore fhewed, 
only if you.adde to your better ſort of bread the whites 
of rwenty or thirty Egges, and with the barm a little 
Ale alſo,it will be much the betrer;tor you ſhall not re-

thus trim andprepare it for your Bees : you ſhall firſt 
make a ſtiffe morter of Lime and Cow-dung , mixet 
together;andthen having croſſe-barred the Hive witty

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leaſt three inches thick, down cloſe unto the ſtone, fo

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that the leaſt ayre may not.cowe in: then taking a Rye- 
ſheafe, or Wheat-ſheafe or two that is balted and nor 
thraſhed, ou cn out the longeſt Strawes,bind the 
cares together in one lumpe,pur it over the Hive,and ſo 
as it were thatch it all over,and-fix it cloſe to the Hive 
with an old hoope,or garth,and.this will keep the Hive 
inwardly as warmas may be:alſo before you lodge any 
Bee in your Hive,you ſhal.pexfume1t with Zanrper,and 
rub it all within with Fennel, iſop,and Trime-flowers,and 
alſo all the ſtone.upon which the Hive ſhall ſtand. 


Now for the placing of your Hives, you ſhall rake The p'acing 
three long thick Rakes, cur ſmeoth and plain upon the of Hv:3. 


heads, and drive them into the earth triangularwiſe,ſo 
that they may be about ewo-foot above the ground:the 
lay over them a broad ſmooth paving tone,which may 
extend every way over the ſtaks about halte a foor,and 
upon the ſtone ſer your Hive, being leſſe in compaſle 
then the ſtone by more than fix inches every way; and 
ſee the doore of your Hive ftand diredtly-upon the ri- 
ſing of the Morning Sanne,, inclining a little unto the 
Southwards:& be fure to have your fives wel ſheltred 
fromthe North-winds , and generally from all tempe- 
uous weather: for which ſc if you have ſheads 
to draw over them inthe Winer, it is ſo much the 
better, And yau ſhall place your Hives in orderly rows 
one before another, keeping clean Allies between them 
cvery way, fo as you may walke and view cach by ir 
ſelfe ſeverally. 

Now for the caſtingof your Becs,it is carlier or later 
in the year, according to the ſtrength and goodnefle of

leaſt they flic away, and knit in ſome obſcure place far 
from your knowledge. Yet if you pleaſe, you may know 
which Hives are ready to caſt a night before they doe 
caſt, by laying your care after the Sun ſer to the Hive, 
and if you heare the Maſter Bee above all thereſt,in a 
higher and more ſolemne note, 'or if you ſee them lie 
forth upon the ſtone,and cannot get into the Hive,theg 
be ſure that ſtock will caſt within few hours after, 

As ſoone as you can perceive the ſwarme to riſe,and 
are got upinto the ayre(which wil commenly bein the 
height and hear of the Sun)you ſhal take a braſs Baſon,. 
Pan or Candleftick,and making a tinckling noiſe ther- 
upon,and they are ſo delighted with Mufick,that by the 
ſound thereot,they wil preſently knit upon ſome branch 
or bough of 'a tree, Then when they are all upon one 
cluſtre, you ſhall take anew ſweet Hive well dreſt,and 
rub'd with Horny & Fennell, and ſhake them all into the 
Hive, then having ſpread a fair ſheet upon the ground, 
ſet the Hive thereon, and-caver itall cleane-over cloſe 
with the ſheer, and'ſb let it Rarid till after Sun-ſer; att 
which time theBees being gathered up ro the'top of the 
Hive (as their nature; 1s) you ſhall ſer them upon the 
ſtone, having rub'd-it well with Fexzel,and'then daube; 
it cloſe round about with-Zime &[Dary rhixr' rogether, 
and onely leave them aidoor or.two to iſſue outandin 
ar, There be ſome ſtockes which will caſtrwiceor 
thrice, and fourertimes in a yeare, but it is norſo good, 
for it will weaken the ſtock-roo much,therfore to keep. 
your ſtocks inſtrength and goodneſs, it is good'not to 
ſuffer any to caſt above twice at the moſt, ' ' © | 

Again,you ſhal,with pieces of Brick,ororher _— 

Ones, 
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tones, raiſe the ſock in the night three or four inches 
above the ſtone,and.then daube it cloſe againe,and the 
Bees finding houſe-room will fall to worke within,and 
nor caſt at all ; andthen will that ſtock be worth two 
others : .and inthe ſame manner, if you had the yearc 
before any {mall ſwarmes,which are likely to calt this: 
yeare 3; or 1t you have any earely ſwarmes this yeare, 
which. are likely eocalt at rhe latter end of the yeare : 
both which are often found to be the deſtruction of the 
ſtocks: neither of theſe caſes , you ſhall enlarge the 
Hive as it is before ſaig,by raiſing it up from the ſtone, 
and it will nat only keep them from cafting, bur make 
the ſtock betrer,and of much more profic, far that Hive - 
ever which is of the moſt weight is of the belt price, 

Now when you have markt out thole old ſtockes ofeting 
which-you intend to {ell,Cfor the oldeſt is fitteſt for that Hires. 
purpoſe )you ſhal know-chat the beſt time ro rake them, 
1s.at Michaelmgs, betore any froſts hinder their labour : 
and you ſhall take them ever from the ſtone in the dark 
of night, when the ayre is cold,and either drown them 
in water, or ſmoother them with Fx4bals , for to chaſe 
them from their Hives, as ſome doe is naught, þecauſe 
all ſuch Bees as are thus frighted from their Hives doe 
turn robbers and ſpoyl other ſtocks, becauſe that time 
of the year will not ſuffer them to labour and get their 
own livings, | 

Now if you have any weake ſwarms which coming The n_ 
late in the year cannot gather ſufficient of Winter pro- = RT 
viſiongin this caſe , you ſhall feed ſuch ftocks by dayly 
ſmearing their ſtone betore the place of their going in

Now laſtly. if any of your ſtocks happen to dye in 
the Winter (as among many ,.ſome muft quaile) you 
ſhall not by any means ſtir the. ſtock, but ler ir remain 
till the Spring, that = tee your Bees begin to-grow 
bue ; then take up the dead ftock , and 'trim irclean 
from all filth , but by no means ſktir-or cruſh any of the 
Combes : then daſh the Combes, and beſprinkle them 
and beſmeare all the inſide of .the Hive with Horny, Reſe- | 
water ,. and: the juyce of Fennel, mixe together, and 
daube all the ſtone therewith. Alſo then ſer downe 
the Hive againe,_ and daubeit as if it had never been 
ſtirred , and be well aſlured that the firſt Swarme

And of theſe grounds, that which 
is full of .clearſprings will yield the beſt water ; that. 
which is mariſh will feed Fiſh beſt, and that which. is, 
bogey will detend the Fiſh from ſtealing, 

aving then ſuch a piece of waſte ground, and being 
determined to. caſt irintoa Fiſh-pond : . you ſball firl 
by ſmall trenches, draw all the ſprings or moyſt vernes, 
into one placc,ard (odraine the zeſt of the. ground,and 
then having markt out that part which you mc an to 
make the hcad of your Pond, which aichough it be = 
: | loweſt: 
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loweſt part in the erue levell of the ground, yet you 
muſt make it the higheſt in the eye ; youſball firſt cur 
the erench of your-floud-gate,ſo as the water may have 
a ſwift fall, when you mean at any time to ler it our ; 
and then on each fide of the trench drive in great ſtakes 
of ſix foot in-length, and (ix-inches ſquare ,. of Oake, 
Aſhe, or Elme,but Elme is the beſt;and theſe you muſt 
drive in rowes within foure foot one of another , ar 
leaſt foure foot.into the earth, as broad and as farre off

the Art of Angling, which having ever been moſt 


neceſſary,harh been the ſport,or Recreation of Gods Saints, of 


moſt holy Fathers, and of many worthy and Reverend-Divines, 
both deaJ,and ac this cime breathing. - 


For the ule thereof (/ in its own'truc: and unabuſed natare) The uſe of An» 


therelodged up with fach a careful guard & 


- 
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ricth in it neither covetouſneſs, deceit, nor anger, the three main 
ſpirits which cver(in ſome il meaſure )rule in all other paſtimes; 
neither arc aolne predominant without the attendance of their 
ſeverall handmaid*, as Theft, Blaſphemy or Bloodſhed : for in 
Dice-play,Cards, Bowles,or any other'{port wacere mony is the 
oale to which mens minds are dire&ted, what can mans avatice 
- be accounted other then a familiar Robbery, each ſeeking 
by deceit to couzen and ſpoile other of that bliſs of meanes 
which God had beſtowed to ſupport them and their families, 
. And as inevery contemtion there muſt be a betterhood or ſu- 
perexcelling,ſo in this, when the weaker deccipt is deprived his 
expeQation, how doth it then fall into curler, oathes, and 
furies, ſuch as would make Vertue tremble with the imaginati- 
ON. - 
But in this Art of Angling there is no ſuch evil, no ſuck ſinful 
violence, for the greateſt thing it coveteth, is for much laboura 
little Fiſh, hardly ſo much as will ſuffice Nature in a reaſonable 
ſtomack : for the Angler muft intice, not command his reward, 
and that which is worthy millions to his contentment, another 
may . buy for a great in themarket, His deceipt worketh not 
upon. meh, but upon thoſe creatures whom it is lawfull to be- 
guile for our honeſt recreations or needfu!l uſe; and for all rage 
and fury it muſt be ſo great aſtranger to this civil paſtime, that ' 
if it come but within view or ſpeculation therof, it isni6 more to 
be efteemed a Pleaſure; For every proper good thereof in the ve- 
ry inſtant faileth, ſhewing unto all men that wil naergoe any 
clight therein, that it was firſt invented, taught, and ſhall for 
ever bee mantained by Patience onely. And yet I may not fay 
onely Patiencefor her other three Siſters have likewiſe a com- 
manding in this exerciſe , for Juſtice direfteth and appointeth 
out thote places where men may with liberty uſe their ſport, 
and neither do injury to their neighbours, nor incurre the cen» 
ſure of incivility, Temperance layeth dbwne tne meaſure- of the 
aCtion,and moderateth defire in ſuch good proportion, that no 
Exceſs is found in the overflow of their affeſtions.

CHAP. 10. 
Of the Angle-rad, Lines, Corkes, Hookes, and other 
Tales for Angling. 

N as much as the forſt ground-Worke or Subſtance. of this 

Art of Angling confifteth in the implements belonging and 
appertaining thereunto, and that <xcept a man bee poſleſt of 
them which ace moſt exa&t,nimble, or necefſary for the ſame, 
his labour is vain, and to little or no purpoſe imployed, and 
for as much as the Angle-rod is the greateftprincipalleſt,and 
ſole director of all other Tooles belonging thereunto,] think 
it not amiſſe to begin with the choyce and order thereof, ac- 
cording to the opinions of the beſt noted Anglers, which ci- 
ther have been incimes paſt, or are at this day living. 

For the choyce then of your Angle-Rod you ſhall under- 
ſtand that ſome Anglers are of opinion, that the beſt ſhould 
be compoſed of two peeces, a main body,.and a ſmall plianc 
top. The main body would bee of a fine grown ground 
witchen, or a ground Elms, of at leaſt nine or ten foot in 
length, ſtraight, ſmooth, without knots, and/not much dif- 

G 3 fcring 
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fering, at cicther end in one ſubſtance or thickneſſe. It would 
be gathered at the fall of the Leaf, ncar, or about Al-hallon- 
tideyand laid upin ſome dry place, where it may lieftraight, 
and of ic ſelfe ſcaſon: For to beak them in the fee (as many 
doe) when they are green, is not ſo good, but after they bze 
well dryed and ſeaſoned of themſelves, then to beak them in 
the fire, and ſerthema ſo ſtraight and even that an arrow can- 
not ſurpaſle them, is excellent; then you may take off the up» 
per rinde, and what with the {moake, and their own age, 
their colour will be ſo dark, that they will give no reflect in- 
to the Water, (which is a principal obſervation.) Your Rod 
being made thus ſtraight and ſeaſoned, you ſhall at the uppec 
end thercef, with an, augur, or z hot Iron, but a hot Icon is 
the better; burn a hole about three inches deep, and of a fin- 
gers widenefle : then on the out fide ofthe Rod, from the top 
of the hole unto the bottome, you ſha[l wrap it about cither 
wich Won double twiſted thread well Waxed or pitcht, or 
with makers thread many times doubled, and well 
waxed with Shoo-makers Wax, and the laſt end faſtencd un- 
der the laſt foulds, ſo cloſe and fo ſure, that it may by no 
means looſe; for this will keep the Rod from cleaving or 
0 Ms in that ſame place where the hollowneſſe was 
made. 
The ſtock being thus made, you ſhall into the hole fix the 
op, which would be a very ſmall ground Hazel, growing 
from the Earth upward, very ſmooth and ſtraight, which 
would be cut at the latter cnd of theyear..and lic in ſeaſon all 
the Winter, the upper Rinde being by no means taken off, - 
neither the Rod-pur into he fire atall, but onely ſcaſoned in 
a good dry place, where it may lie ftreight, and have both 
the Winde and ſome Ayre of the fire to come unto it. This 
Top muſt be plyant and bending, yet of ſuch a ſufficient 
ſtrength that ic will noc break with any reaſonable jerk, but 
as.it is any way bowed, ſo. to returne again to the former... 
ſtraightneſſe. This top wand would be of a yard and a half, 
oranEll at leaſt” in length, and at the ſmallet end thereof 
would be faftned with a warp of hair, a ftrong loop of hair, 
about an inch long, to which you may at pleaſure _ your 
ing 
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fiſhing line : and the bigger end ofthe toppe mult be rhcult 
into the ſocket of the ſtuck, and made fo falt that it may not 
looſennor ſhake ont with any ſhaking, or other reaſonable 
violence, And all be the Witchen or ground-elme are ac- 
counted the bet to frame theſe main ftockes of, yet I have fcen 
very good ſtockes made both of Sallow, Beech, 'or Poplar - 
for the lighter your Rod is (ſo itbe ſtrong) it is ſo much the 
better, and more tor the caſe of him that uſcth ir. 


There be other approved good Anglers which allow onely The Bngle rod 
that Rodde which is compouled- all of one entire piece, and of one peece- 


think them ſtronger, ninibler, and-I8fſe cafuall, and theſe 
Rods they would have choſen of an excellent ſtraight 
and well grown ground: Hazel, being from the bottom to 
the top finely ruſh grown, the upper end thereof being ſmall, 
pliant and bending. This Rod would be gathered at the fal 
of the leafe, when the leaves are ſome fallen and ſome 
ſticking : asſoon as you have cut them up, you ſhall cut away 
the leaves and ſmall ſprigs, yet not ſo near that you hurt 
the Bark (for that by no means muſt be ſtird, as well for the 
ſtrength of the Rod, as for the colour, which being darke will 


not ſo ſoon catch the eye of the F iſh, and offend them) Then . 


bringing your Rods home, you ſhall lay them upon alevel 
floore, and preſking them down with good weights, to keep 
them from warping, It them lie and feaſon 'all the Winter : 
Then inthe Spring-time take” them up, for your purpole, 
which is only to make rhe knots \mooth, and to fix por loop 
ofhaire unto the upper end. Now of theſe Rods, the long- 
eſt is the beſt, ſo it be ſtraight and well grown; for moſt com» 
monly they are ſo ſhort that they will ſerve to fiſh with but 


inlicttle narrow Brookes, or clfe in a Boat, in great Waters. The *nglers 
There be other Anglers, and many of the beſt and appro» *** 


vedit judgements, which allow the Angle rod of many pieces: 
as thoſe which are made of Cane, cach peice excecding ano- 
ther one degree, inſuch even proportion that being fixed and 
thruſt one within another,they will ſhew as one even and moſt 
ſtraight ruſh-grown body. without any crookedneſſ: or other 
outward evil fayouredneſſe, Theſe peices would not be a- 
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ove four foot in length a piece, and three ſuck peices, which 
make twelve foot, are ſufficient for the ftock of the Rodde, bee 
ſides the rop. Now for thoſe cnds which are the ſockets,in- 
to which you fix the other Canes, you ſhall hoop them about 
with fine plates of Brafſe, an inch and an halfe broad, well 
ſodercd, and ſmoothly filed, which will keep the Cane from 
cleaving : and for the toppe of this Rod; the round Whale- 
bone is thought the beſt, and ſurely in my conceit ſo it is, 
both for this or afiy other rodde whatſoever, for ic is tough, 
ſtrong, and-moſt plyants Theſe Rods moſt commonly are 
made to have the ſma]l Canes thruſt down into the wide 
Cants, ſo that a man may walke with them as with a ſtaffe, 
and when he pleaſeth draw them forth, and uſe them as oc- 
calion ſhall be offered, The onely exception which is taken 
at theſe kind of Roddes, is the bright colour of the Cane, 
which refleing into the water, oft times ſeareth the Fiſh,and 
maketh them afraid to bite: But if you fiſh indeep and thick' 
waters; there is no ſuch matter, for the ſhadow of the Rodde 
isnot diſcerned through the Sunne, only in ſhallow and clear 
Brookes it is a little Rhaalrance: and therefore he which is a 
Maſter in this Art will Ulmber and darken the Rodde, by rub» 
bing it overa gentle fire with alittle Capons greaſe, and 
brown of Spain, mixt together. | 
Now for your Lines, you fhall underſtand that they are to 
be made of the ſtrongeſt, longeſt, and beſt grown Horſe haire 
that can be got, not that which groweth on his Main, nor up- 
on the upper part or ſetting on of his taylc, but that which 
groweth from the middle and in moft part of his dock, and ſo 
extendeth ic ſelfe down to the ground, being the biggeſt and 
ſtrongeſt haires about the Horſe : neither are theſe hairesto be 
gathered from poor, Iean and diſcaſed Jades of little price or 
value; but from the fatteft, foundeſt, and proudeft Horſe yeu 
can find, for the beſt Horſe hath ever the beſt haire; neicher 
would your hatres be gathered from Nagges, Mares, or Gel- 
dings, but from ſton'd- Horſes onely, of which the black haire 
is the. worſt, the white or gray beſt, and ather.colours indiffe» 
rent. Thoſe lines which you make for ſmall Fiſh, as Gudge- 
Menow, would be compoſed of three haires; 


thoſe 


on, Witling, or 


you ſhall ftampſo much of green Walnut-tree leaves and mix 
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thoſe which you make for Pearch, or Trout, w ould be of five 
haires; and thoſefor the Chub or Baibel, would be of ſeaven: 
to thoſe of three haires you ſhal ad one thred of fa}k to thoſe of 
Eve two threds of f1]k;8& to thoſe cf ſeaven three threeds of fil k. 


You fhall twift your haircs neither too hard nor too ſlack, 
but even ſo as they may twind and couch cloſe one within ano- 
ther,and no more, without either ſnarling or gapirig one from 
another: the end, you ſhall faſten together with a Fiſhers knor, 
which is your ordinary faſt knot, foulded four times about 
both under and above, for this will not looſe in the water,but 
being drawn cloſe together will continue when all other knors 
will taile, for a haic being ſmooth and ftiffe, will yeeld and goe 
back if it bec not artificially drawne together, Your ordinary 
Line would be betweene three and four facdome in length , yea 
for as much as there are diverſitics in the Jength of Rods, in the 
depth of waterz,and in the places of ſtanding to Angle in,ic ſhal 


be good to haveLines of divers lengths,and to take thoſe which Thy colouring 


ſhall be fitceſt for your purpoſe. 

Theſe Lines, though the natural haires, being white or grey, 
be not much offenſive, yet-it ſhall not be amiſs to colour them 
according to the lcaſons of the year, for ſo they will leaſt ſcare 
the Fiſh,and ſooneſt intice them to bite with moſt greedineſs:% 
of colours the beſt is the Water-green,which you ſhal make after 
this manner. Takea pottle of an water,and put. thereunto 
a great handful of Marigolds,and let them boil wel -cill a "rex 
skum riſe upon the water , then. take half a-pound of green 
Copperas,8 as much Verdigreaſe, b:aten to fine powder, 8& put 
it with the haire into the water,and ſo let it boy! again a pretty 
ſpace, 8&then ſet it by to cool for half a day: then take our your 
hayr, 8& lay it where it may dry,& you ſhall ſee it of a delicate 
greencolour,which indecd is the b:ft Water-green that may be, 

This colour is excelent to Angle within all clear waters where 
the Linc lyes plain and moſt diſcovered,and will contipue from 
the beginning of the Spring to the beginning of W inter. Now 
if you wil have your Lines of a yellow colour , you ſhall boyte 


pon hair in Allome water, .mixt onely with Marigolds, and a - 


andfull of Turmerick:but if you cannot get Turmerick, then

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ir with the water, an.|ſtep your hairthe: ein twency and” four 
hetres atleaft. 

Lrnes of this colourare gocd to Angle with in waters that 
are clear, yctfull of werds, ledge, and fuch like, for it is not un- 


' Bkero the ftalks of theſe weeds,and it will well continue to An- 


gle withall the firſt part of the winter, as from before Michael. 
was ti!] after Chriſtmas. - 

K you will have yottr Lines of a Ruſfee colour, you ſhall tike 
a part of allome water, and as mnch ſtrong Lyc,then put ther- 
toa hand full of ſoor,and as much browne of Spaine, and after 
it hath boiled an hoar or wwoz{ert it by to coole, and when it is 
cold fleep your hair therein a day and a night,and then han 
it up to dry: theſe coloured Lines are good to Angle with in al 
deep waters, whether they be Rivers or ftanding Poovls,as Ponder, 
and ſuch like, and are moſt in uſe from Chriſtmas till after Ea- 
ſter. 

Now if you will haue your Lines ofa brown or Daskiſh co- 
lour,you ſhall take a pound of Umber and halfſo much'Soot & 
{ceth it ina pottle of Ale a good ſpace, then when it is cold fteep 
yuur haires therein a day and a night, and then hang them up to 
dry, andthe colour will be perte&, yer ever the darker you 
would have i, the more Umber put unto it: theſe Lines are 
excellent to angle with in waters that are black deep and 
maddy,be they either running or ſtanding waters,and will con- 
tinge all ſeaſons of the year whatſoever, orely in bright waters 
they are too black, & cafſttoo large a ſhadow.Laftly,if you would 
have your Lines of a tawny colour, (although inthe water it 
ſheweth almoft all one with the other darker colours)you ſkal 
take Lime & water,mix it together, and ftcep your hair therein 
halfa day,and then take ir forth and fteep it doubleſo long tiwe 
in Tanners ouze,and then hang ic up todry,% the colour-wil be 
perfe&:theſe Lines are beft to angle within mooriſh and heathy 
wz&ers,which are of a reddiſh colour,and wil ferve for that pur- 
poſe all ſeaſons of the year:if with this colour or the green, you 
mixe a filver thread it will not be a miſs; and with the other co- 
lours a gold threed it is good alſo:and note, that at cach end of 
your Line you make a loop, the one to faften to the top of qo 


Rod, being tbe lacger, and the other to taſten-your hook-Line 
 untogwhich would be ſomewhat leſſer. 
After your Lincs be mage, you ſhall make your Cork+sin this 


manner: take of the beſt ahd rhickeſt cork you can get, and with O! the Cork. 


a fine Razor having pared it (mooth on theourfide, curit into 
the faſhion ofa long Vaherine Pear, big and round atthe one 
end,and long and flenderat the other, and according to the 
ſtrength of your Line,ſo make your work bigger or leſſer, as for 
a Line of three hayres, a cork ofan inch andhalfin length, and 
as much in compaſs in the thickeſt part is bigge enough: and 
for a Line of more haires, a Cork of morelength-and'com- 
pals will become it: and indeed to ſpeak truly, for aſmuchas ir 
ſerveth but anely for a dire&ion to your eyeto know when the 
fiſh biteth,and when you ſhall ſtrike,the lefser your Cork is, the 
better it is,and breedeth leſs affcight in the water, infomuch that 
many Anglers will fiſh without any Cork, with @ bare quill 
onelys but that it is not fo certain, nor giveth fo ſure dire&ion 
as the Cork doth. After you have ſhaped your Cork, you ſhall 
with a hot iron boar a hole Jong-wile, through the midſt 
thereofgand into that hole, thruft a quill, and through the quill 
draw your Line,aqd faſten them b oth together with a wedge of 
the hard end of the goof feather : and note thag both your quill 
and your wedge bee white., for that breedeth leaſt of- 
fence on the water;then place the ſmaller end of your cork down 
towards your houk, and the bigger end towards your rod, 
that the ſmaller end » firking downe with the” Hook , the 
bigger may float aloft and bear the quill upward, which 
when.at any. time you fee or perceive pul$ downe into 
the water, then you may ſafcly ftrike, for withourdoubr it isan 
aſſured fign that the fiſh hath birten ar the bair. 

There be other Anglers which make their corks in the fa- 
ſhion of a Nunne gigge, ſmall at both cndsand big in the mid, 
and it is not much tobe diſliked, _ it 8a lictle ſooner” apt 
to fink, and you may thereby ftrike betore the fiſh have fully 


bitten. Others ſhape their Corks in the faſhion of a whirlegor of 
alittle Apple, round, flattiſh of both fides, and this cork ts beſt 
to Angle for the greateſt Fiſhes, becaule it being not ſo ape to 
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" fink,will floarcrill the Hook be faſtned, and thar the Fiſh begim- 
ncth to ſhut away with che baic, ſo that a man then firiking can

whereot to m2eke thum, is either o!d Spaniſh needles , or elle 
ſtrovg Wyerdrawn as neer as may be to that hight of tem- 
per, which being ncaled and alaid in the fire, you may bend 
and bow at your pleaſure. Now for the beft ſoftning of 
your Wyer, if you make'yoar Hooks of old Needles, you. ſhall 
need. but to hold. them in the blaze of a Candle cill they 
bee red hot, and. then tet them cool of themſelves, and they 
will be ſoft , and plyant enough 3 but it you make your 
Hooks cf ftrong Spaniſh Wyer ,/ you ſhall roul it round, 

and Jay it upon burning Char-coales , turning it up and 

downe till it be all red hot in-every place, then let ic gent» 

ly cool of it felf, and it. will be fofc enough. Now forthe 
making of your hooks, I adviſe you to goe to ſuch as arc beſt 
reputed for making of them, and buy of all ſorts from the 
biggeſt to the leaſt, that is to ſay, from that which taketh 
the- Loach to that which tzketh the Salmon , 2nd let them 
lye before you for examples : - then look of what fort of 

hooks you intend to make, and with a fine File , firft make 

the point of you hook which would neither be too ſharp), 

for then it will catch hold of every thing, when it d 

not, nor too blunt, leaſt it faileto take hold when there is 
occaſion : therefore in that obſerye a meane , making ir leſs 

then a fine needle, and more ſharp then a ſmall Pinne. When 

you have madethe point, then with a thin Knife ofa very good 

edge, you ſhall cut our and raiſe up the beard, ' which you 

ſhall make greater or leſs, according to the bigneſs of the 

hook, and the ſtrength of the wyer: for you muſt by no means 

cutthe beard fo deep,that thereby you weaken the Hook, bur ir 

muſt be as ſtrong in that place as any other, When the point and 

beard is madc;you ſhall with a fine pair of round Plyers turne 

" and compals the hook abuut , making, ix round , —— 
58 cing 
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being ſomewhat more then a ſemicircle, and ever obſerve that 
the rounder the compaſs or bonght commeth in, ' that ſo muck 
thebettcr proportioned the hook is. This done,you ſhall Teave 
as much as you think convenient for the ſhank , and then cut 
it off from the reſt of the Wyer: which done, you ſhall beat the 
end down flat, and ſomewhat broaderthen the reſt, and ſo pol- 
liſh and ſmooth it all over, then keating ic red hot ina little 
Pan of Charcoaler,put it ſuddainly into the Water, and quench 
it, which will bring your Hook to a full ftrength and hard- 
neſs. Thus you ſee how to make hooks of all fizes and fhapes, 
whether they be lingle or double Hooks, for alth the quan- 
tities alter, yer the ſhapes doe not; and the double hook, which 
is the Pike-hook , is no other , buttwo fingle Hooks all of one 
Wyer turned contrary wayes: end this double hook muſt not 
have the Line fixe urito it,bur a ftrong Wyer joyned unto it of 
three inches lopg,wel wound and warped with a ſmaller Wyer: 
then to it an other Wyer of the ſame length as if they were 
two ſeverall links joyned together, and then the Line fixed 
to the laſt Link, and therfore are called armed hookes, for hey 
defend the line from ſhearing or cutting in pecccs with the tee 
of the Pike. | 

Now for your fingle hooks, you ſhall thus fix themunto your 
Lines, takea length of your twiſted Hayres, contiyning that 
number which is ft for rhe Hook, and having madea ftrong 
loope at the one end,Jay the other end where is no bought upon 
the infide of yoar hooke;then with a ſtrong red ſilk, either fin- 
gle or double, according to the bigneſs of the hook, being well 
waxed, whippe and wrap the hook round abour, as thick, cloſe, 
and ftrait as may be , in ſuch ſort as you ſee men whippe their 
Bow-ftrings,and in the ſame manner make the ends of your filk 
faſt;then with a paire of fizers cut the filk and haircs off cloſe by 
the hooke, and you may bee ſure that they will-not looſe one 
from another, with reaſonable violence: 

Afcer your hook 4s thus faſtned to your Line, you. ſhall then 
plumbe your Line,which.is to fix certain peeces of Lead, accor- 
ding to the bigneſs of your Line about it , ſome b&j"g in length 
a quarter of an inch,ſome bigger,and ſome lefſe, acc: ding unts 
H 2 the 
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Of other im- 
plements for 


Anglers 


the weighc of yourhook, and bigneſs of your Cork , for theſe 

lummets are but onely tocarry downe your hook, and la 
it in the bottom,neither _—_ heavy ro make the Cork (ink, 
nor ſo light as not with the {malleſt couch co make the Cork 
dip into the water; you ſhall then anderſtand chat your firk 
plummet would be twelve or fourteen inches from the hook, the 
reſt not above one inchdiftance one from another , not being 
above five or ſeven at moſt,albe ſome Anglers uſe ninc,and ſome 
more,as their fancies rule them. There is in plumbing ot Lines 
three ſeveral! faſhions of plummets uſed, as one long, another 
ſquare,and the third in a Diamond forme, bur all rending to 
one end, havebutoneuſe, and the long onesare accounted the 
beft,ſo that they bee neatly fer to, and the ends very ſmooth 
and cloſe laid downe, fo that they tangle not the Line by cat- 
ching hold upon Weeds, or other traſh in thebottome of the 
water, | 

Thus have you ſcene the beſt choiſe of Rods, Lines, Corks, 
and Hooks, and how-to fix and. couple them altogether to do 
their ſeveral Officeryit now reſteth that we ſpeak of other nece(- 
fary implements, which ſhould accompany the painful and in- 
duſtcious Angler, &-they be theſe:Hee ſhall b:fides theſe before 
ſpoken of, have a large Musket bullet, through which having fix- 
cd a double twiftcd chreed, & therof made a ſtrong loop, he may 
at his pleaſure hang it upon his hook , and therewith {vund the 
depth of evcry water,and ſo know how to plumbe his lines, and 
placehis cork in their due places:then he ſhall have a large ring 
of lead,fix inches at leaſt in compafſe , and made faſt co a (mall 
long line,through which thruſting your Angle rod, and _—__ 
it fall into the Water by your haire Line,it will h:Ip to unlooſe 
your hooke if it be faftged cichze upon weeds or other ftones in 
the water. 

Then he (ball have a fige ſmooth board of ſome curious wood 
for ſhew ſake, being as big as a Trencher, and cut battlement- 
wiſe at cach end,on which he ſhall fold his ſeverall Lines. His 
hooks ke ſhall have in a dry cloſe bax;he ſhall have a little bag 
of redcloath, to carry his Wormes in, and mixe with them a 
lictle freſh mould and Fennell ; then he ſhall cither have a 


cloſe ſtopt horne,in which he ſhall keep Maggots, Bobbes, Pal- 
mers 
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mers, and ſuch like, or a hollow Cane, in which be = 

put them, and Scarrabs-: He ſhall have a cloſe box for 

torts of live Flies, and another for Needles, Silke, Theany 

Wax, and looſe haireg; then a roul of pitch Thread eo me 

the Angle-rod withall, if ir-chance to break, a File, a Knile, a 

Pouch with many parſes, tn '"which'ycu may place all your 
implements whatſoever ſeverally. 

Laſtly, he ſhall have a lictle fine wanded Prbbe to hang by 
his fade, inwhich he ſhall put the Fiſh he catcheth, and a {ma} 
round Net faſtned unto a-poales end, wherewith he may land 
a Pike, or any other great Fiſh of that kinde whatſoever, To 
have alſo a little Boat or Cor, if you Angle in great waters, 
to carry you up and down, to the moſt convenienteſt places 
for your paſtime, is alfo right neceſſary, and fit for an Angler; 
_ thus I have fhewed you the ſubſtance of the Anglers in- 

uments. 


CHAP. 2, 
Of the Anglers Apparrel,and inward 
Hs. 
T Ouching the Anglers apparrel (for is is a reſpeR as ne- 
ceffary as any other wharſoeyerJit would by no means be 
gariſh, light coloured, or ſhining, for what ſoever with a glit- 
tering hew refle&erh upon the water, immediately it fright- 
eth the fiſh, and maketh them flic from hispreſence; no hunger 
being abie to tempt them to bite, when their eye is offended ; 
and of all creatures there is none more ſharp fighred chen 
Fiſhes are. 
Let then your apparell be plain and comely, of a dark colour, Avglers appax 
as Rufſer, Tawny, or ſuch like, cloſe to your body, without ll. 
any new faſhioned ſlaſhes, or hanging fleeves, waving looſe, 
like ſails about you, for they are like Blinks which will ever 
chaſe your Game from you : let it, for your own health and 
eaſe ſake, be warme and well lined, that neither the coldneſlc 
of the Ayre, not the moiſtneſſe ofthe water my offend, you : 
keep your head and feet dry, for from the offence of them 
ſpringeth Agues, and worſe infirmities. _, ., 
Now' fer the inward qualixics of. the minde, albe {pas Aageer 
: Writers verrves. 
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Writers reduce them into twelve heads, which indeed whoſo- 
ver enjoycth cannot chuſe but be very complcat in much per- 
feftion, yet I muſt draw them into. many more Branches. -The 
ficlt,. and moſt eſpeciall whereof, is, that a skiltull Angler 
orphtio be a general Scholler, and ſeen in. all the Liberal 
Sciences, as a Crammarian,to know how either to Write or 
Diſcourſe of his Art in truc and fitting termes, cither with- 
out affcQation or rudenes, Hee ſhould haye ſweetnefle of 
ſpeech,to perſwade and intice others to delighe in an Exerciſe 
o much Laudable, He ſhould have ftrength- of arguments to 
defend and maintainbis profeſſion, againſt Envy or ſlaunder. 
Hee ſhould have knowledge in the Sunne, Moone, and Starres, 
that by their Aſpe&s he may gueſlc the ſeaſonableneſſe,or un- 
ſcaſonableneſſe of the weather, the breeding of ftormes, and 
from what coaſts the Windes are ever delivered. Hee. ſhould 
be good knower of Countries, and well uſed to high wayes, 
that by taking the readicſt pathes to every Lake, Brook,or Ri- 
ver, his Journeys may be more certain and lefſe weariſome. 
Hee ſhould have knowledpe in proportions of all ſorts, whe- 
ther Circular, Square, or Diametricall, that when he ſhall be 
queſtioned of his diurnal Progrefſes, he may give a Geogra- 
hicall dription of the Angles and Channels of Rivers, 
how they fall tromcheir licads, and what compaſles they fetch 
In their ſeveral windag”7 muſt alſo have the perte& Art of 
numbring, that in the founding. of Lzkes or Rivers, he may 
know how many foot or inches. cach ſeverally contayneth, 
and by adding, ſubtrafting, or multiplying the ſameg. he may 
yecld the reaſon of eve Riversſwife or flow Current. Hee 
ſhould not be unskilfull in Maufick, that whenſoever cither - 
melancholly, heavinefſe of his thought, os the perturbations 
ofhis own fancies ſtirreth up ſadneſſe in him, he may remove 
the firte whim godly. Hymne or Ancheme, , of which D«- 
vid gives him ample examples, -- 
He muft be of a well ſetled and conſtant belicfe, to enjoy 
thebenefit of his ExpeRation, for then to Diſpair, it were 
better never to be put in pratiſe:And he myſt ever think wher 
"the waters are pleaſant and any thing; likely; that there the

his neighbourgthat he neither give offencein ariy particulargnor 
te guilty of any general deftruftion? Then he muſtbe exceeding 
paticnt,and neither vexenor excruciate himſelf with loſſes 'or 
miſchances, as in lofing the prey when it is almoſt in the hand, 
or by breaking his Tooles by ignorance or negligence,but with 
a pleaſed ſufferance amend etrors, and think miſchances in- 
ſtruions to beter caretulnets- _ 

He muft then be full of humble thoughts, nor diſdayning 
when epi aa. to nary owne, or wet his 
or fingers ,as oft as there is any adyan iyen thereby, unto 
the ning theend ofhis Jabou r, Then muf he beRtrong and 
valiant, neither to be amazed with ftormes; not affrighted 
with Thunder, but to hold them "according to their natu- 
ral cauſes, and the pleafureofthe higheſt : neither muſt ke, 
like the Fox which -preyeth upon Lambs, imploy all his 
Labour againſt the ' ſmaller Fry ', bur like the Lyon” that 
ſeazeth Elephants,: think: the' greareR Fiſh which ſwimmeth, a 
reward little enough for the paneswhich he endureth: Then

Thus having ſhewed the inward Vertues and qualities which 
fhould alwayes accompany a perfet Angler, it is very meer 


- now to give unto you certaine Cautiens, which being carefully 


obferved, you ſhall with more eaſe obtain the fulnets of your 
defires, Firſt therefore, when you goto Abgle, you ſhall ob- 
ſerve that all your Toolcs, Lincs,or Implements be (as the Sea- 
man faith Jyare fit,and ready, for to have them raveld, ill made 
or in unreadineſs,they arc great hindrances unto your pleaſure.

Then you not Anglc in unſeaſonable 
times,tor the Fiſh not inclined to bice ,. it is a ſtrange in- 
tiſement that can compellthem : Then you muſt be carcfull 
'neither by your apparel!, motions, or too open ſtanding to give» 
afright to the Fiſh,for when they are ſcared they fly from you; 
and you ſeck ſociety in ag empty houſe. Then muſt you labonr 
in clear and untroubled waters, for when the Brookes are any 


thing white, muddy and thick, cicher through inundations or 


other trouble, it is impoſlible roger any thing with the angle: 
Then wreſpe&rthe temper of the weather,for extreme wind or 
extreme cold taketh away all manner foom fiſh of appetice; So 
doth likewiſe too viglear kent, or rain that is greats heavy, and 
cagingor any former, Snowes, Hailca, or bluſterings,clpecially 
comameth from the Eat j, which of all is the word.

To ſpeak then generally of baites,they are divided into three 
kinds,which are,Live baits, dead bairs, & baies living but in ap=- 
pearance only. Yous live baitsare worms of all ki .dpetially 
the Red-worm, the M . the Bobb, the Dor, browne a big : 
Fregs,Graſhoppers, Nornerts, Waſp:,Bees,Snailer, ſmall Ro 
Bleaks, Gaodgins or Loches: Your dead Saites are paſts of all 
makings, young brood of Waſps diicd orundried , checlottcd:; 
blood of Sheep, Cheeſe,Bramblc-berries,Corne, Sceds,Cherries, 
and ſuch like . And your baits which-ſeem to live, yet are Dead, 
are Flies artificially made of all ſorts and ſhapes, made of filke 
and Feathers about your hookcs,. which will ſervefor every ſe- - 


veral ſeaſon through the year,,; and. b 'your Line moved 
upon the water,ſecmeto be live Flier, which the fiſh with great: 
greedineſs will catch up and devour. 


Now for the ſeaſonsin which theſe baites are moRt profita- Seaſons, .

Fly is good in March, being thelefler, bur the greater Dun Fly 
wil! ſerve_the latter end. of February : the Stone-fly is gggd 
in Aprill, the Red flye, and YellowFly in May ; the Black Fly, 
the dark Yellow Fly, and the Mooriſh Fly in ; - the Tawn 
Fly part in May, and part of June, the Waſp Fly, and the ſhell 
yin July,and the clowdy dark Fly in Auguft. 
Now for the making of theſe Flies, the cloudy dark Fly is 
made of black wool! clipt from berween a fheeps eares, and 
whipt about with a black filk , his wings ofthe under maile of 
the Mallard;and his head madeblack and ſutable, fixed upon a 
fine peece of Cork, and folded fo cunningly about the hook, 
that nothing may'be perceived 'but the point and beard only.

"Now for the preſervation and keeping of your quick baits Preſervation 


(for longer then theyare neat and ſweet they are not go 3d:(you of Bairs, 


ſhall underftand,that they muſt not be kepr alcogecher, bur eve- 
ry kind ſeveral by it ſelfe,and nouriſhed with fuch comforts as 
icdelighteth in,when it is at liberty,or with ſuch thipgs as they 
breed tm or upon when they are firft raken, And firſt forthe Red 


worme: when ycu take them, you ſhall putthem in a bagge of 


red .cloath , and chopping a haudfull of Fennel, mixe ir 
with halt ſo muck freſh mould being black and fertile, and the 

will both live and ſcowr therein: There be ſome Anglers which 
pur wet Moſs both under and above them : Others there be 
which put Parſly or ſweet Marjoramunto them, bur the former 


way is the beſt,ſo you obſerveevery nightto renew their Earth, 


or oncein two dayes to refreſh them with alittle new Oxe 
dungzand thus you may keep them two months without im- 
perfe&ion:For the great white Maggots you ſhall mix wich them 
ſheeps tallow, or little bits ofa beafts' Liver; the beſt way to 
ſcowr them is to put them into a'bagge of blanketting, with 
ſand,and hang them where they may have the ayre of the fice, 
or other warmth , for.the ſpace ofan hour or two. For Frogs 
and Graſhoppers, you ſhall keep them in wet moſs , and long 
graſs, moiſtned every night with Water; & when you angle with 


them you ſhall cut off their legges by the knees, and the Graf-- 


hoppers wings neerunto the body ; for other wormes, as the 
Bob;Gadis-worme,Canker,and ſuch like, you -ſhall keep them 
with the ſame things you find them upon , and foral live flyes 
you ſhall uſe them as you rake them , onely the Waſlfe , the 
Hornet,” and Humble B:e, which is withuyt Rtng, you fhalÞ 
firſt dry them alittle in a warme oven after the bread is drawn, 
and then dip all their heads into ſheeps blood, and” then' dry 
them againe,and ſo keep them in a cloſe box, and they wil con-

- Now laftly,. to ſpeak of your made baits, which are Paſty, 
the moſt of them will laſt the whole yo and as they be di-

in bis true and perfe& natare. Firft, 60 make Paſts that ſhalllat 
longeft;you ſhalktake Beane-flower, and choſe parts of the Co- 
nics leg which is called the Almand of the Coney, or if ic bee of 
a fat young Whelp,or a Catzit is as good: and to theſe pur a like 
euantity of Virgin waxe,and ſheeps ſuec, and then brat them 
rogerher in a Mortar,untill they be made one body,then with a 
little clarified Hony temper it before the fire, and ſo make it up 
imround bals, and it will laſt all the year:and the uſe thereof is 
when you Angle to bait your hooke therwith,and not any 'Fiſh 
which ſwimmeth in freſh waters,but will greedily bire there- 
at. 

There is alſo another Paſt which is of equall quality and uſe 
with this, and will laſt as long, and that is to take the Kidney- 
Tallow-ofa Sheep: and as much young Cheeſe , and beat them

proved, and very. excellent for all ſorts of Fiſh in freſh waters, 
Laſtly if you take the oyle of the Afpray,and Coculus Indiz, 
and Afla ſztida beaten,and mixt with asmuch life Honey, and 
© thendifſolve them inthe oyle of Polypody, and ſo kzep it in 
a cloſe glafs;then when you Angle annoint your baicc but with 


this confeQion, & though the weather be never fo unſeaſonable, 


or the fifh never ſoill diſpoſed to bite, yer be ſure-you (hall ar

Potion the ſecret hath been rarely approved, and hitherto hath 
concealed with great ſccreſie.

N Ow to ſhew = how you ſhall angle moſt properly for e. 


very ſeveral Fiſh, with true art , according to the nature of 
the fiſh, I think it not amiſs fift to begin with the Qoodgin, 
Roch,and Dace,which being Fiſhes of eagerbit, moſt fooliſh, 
leaft afrightfull, and ſooneſt deceived,are the firſt fitteſt preys for 
young Schollers,and ſach as are but Learners in the Art of An- 
gling, for the cafineſs of their gaining wil not only fercle an 
unreſolved mind , but give unto ignorance both comfort and 
incouragement, | 
* Tf 'then you wil Angle for any of theſe ſmall Fiſhes in greay 
ſtreamex,it ſhall be meet to take a boat, and finding the places of 
their haunt, which is commonly in ſandy clear watery, and 
where they run ſwifteft, rhere Angle for with your ſmal- 
left hooks, well headed, and ſmalleſt Lines, well corkt. Your 
hooke would rather dragg than be an inch from the botrome, 
and your beft bait is the Red-wormey Gogd-worme, Maggot, 
clotted blood of Sheep cut in little birs,or ele the white Spawn 
or brood of Waspes: and ever as ſoon as you ſee the Cork fir, 
ſuddenly ftcike,for they will lye nibling at the bait, and finding 
the hook, forſake it, If yon Angle for them in ſmall brooks, 
on ſhall ſtand under bridges, at the falls of Mils, behind Pop-

moreabandanrt:and although the Dace out of their own'nature, 
biceth high, and neer the top-of the water , yet theſe bites

The beſt ſanding to take. them is in- cloſe and concealed 
placesas behind T rees, Walls or Arches of Bridges: theic haunts 
 arcin clear waters which runne upon Sand or Gravel: and they 
are in beſt ſeaſon from Afarchtil Michae/mas, if you angle for 
them with dead Flyes, without Lead or Cork, I have ſhewed you® 
in the former Chapter, the ſcveral flyes for cach ſeveral month; 
but if you angle for them with other baits , then you muſt have 
both Cork and Lead, for he will bite nearc the bottome , yer 
ſometimes you may angle for him with a ſmall Menow hang'd 
atyour hooke by the neather parts , withoat Corke or Lead, 
and fo draw the bait upon the top ofthe water; and both with 
it and with every fly , ſtrike rather before than after he biteth. 
If .you angle for him at the ground-in March, Aprill, May, _ 


September; the Menow.isa good baite, ſo is the Stone-fly, Ca- 
dis-worme, Bubby'red-worme, ditch catker,young froegh, the 
worme that breedeth on: the Ozier-leafe,and the De er 
mixt together.

In 
Aveuſt flying Piſmiires are good , 16 is the Colewort- worme, 
or the Maggot, and in Seprewber cichtr Cherries, Mice before 
they have any baire;or the great Sow-worme. 
I now wil Anglefor the Ecle,the beſt place is at Wearer,Mil- 
nds,bridges, hollow banke,or any {witt falling water : your 
ine ſtrong, and not above two'elles in length, and very hea- 
vily plumd,agood round hook but no-Cork, becauſe you muſt 
not ſtrike ill the I neither muſt you by any meanes 
pull haſtily ; but holding your Line ftifte, with Labour and 
patience tire him, leaft that tearing his chaps, you loſe him. 
The beſt baite is the red worme , or little pecces of ſheeps 
Guts. 


The Flounder and Sewant are greedy biters, yet ve crafty: Ofthe Flown- 
for they will nibble and fuck ata bait a goed while before they _ and Sew- 
ſwallow ir, and if che perceive the hooke, they will flye from © 


it. Therefore to make them more haſty of the baitz you muſt ever 
be moving your Line,and ſeldomelet it lye ſtil], They lye woſt 
commonly in the deepeſt places of the River where the water is 
fillleft,and runneth with leaft force; Alſo they lye near unto'the 
bank, and delight moſt in the ftreame which is brackiſh , and 
mixt with'the ſalt water. Your Line muft be ſtrong and well 
plumbd near to the hook;and the beſ bait is the red Worme,zand 
the young brood of Waſps. , 

The Barbel or Grailing,which fome call the Ember, are very 
ſubtile and crafty fiſhes: Therefore you muſt be very carefull that 
your baitrs be ſweet and new, and when you angle for them 
do in all things as you do for the Trout, for they bite aloft in 
the Summer,and at the bottome in the Win:er. Your Lines muſt 
be exrraordinary, ſtrong, and your hooks of a threpenny Com- 
paſs, for they are fiſhes of weighty bodies, and when they are 
ſtrucke, muſt have liberty to play and tire themſelves, orelfe 
they will indanger the breaking of your Rod, and therefore 
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Of the Terch.

At the great: red worme alſo he 
will bite, and {ſp mach he ſooner if you mixe them with this 
paſt:the Maggot and dryed Walp, he wil ſcldome refuſe, chiefly 
being dipt in- honey. 

The Bleak , Ruffe , and Perch are fiſhes which bite neither 
high nor low , but for the moſt part in the midſt of the water, 
therefore your Line muſt be very lightly plumbd,and farre from 
the hook. The baites which moſt intice them, befides the red- 
worme;is the houſe-fly in the Summer, and fat of Bacon in the 
winter:in April they will bite well at the Bob-worm or Mag- 
got, andin all other ſeaſons they ſeldome refuſe any worme 
or canker. Your line would be ſmall: and well armed from the 
hook a handfull wich ſtall wyer,for the tecth of the Perch will 
elſe gnaw it aſunder. 

The Pike is a fiſh of great ſtrength and weight, in ſo much 
that you can hardly have a Line of haire to hold him; therefore 
your beſt Anglers uſe moſt commonly a Chaulk line: your 
Angle-rad alſo muſt baye no ſmall top, but be all of one piece 
and bigneſs, and the Line madeexceeding faft from flipping; 
Your hook would be of the ſtrongeſt wyer,white or yellow,and 
made double,the points turning ewo contrary wayes, and then 
-armed with ſtrong wyer a foot at leaft: his beſt bait is a lietle 
{mall Roch,Dace,or Menow, the hook being. pur in at the tail, 
and comming forth under the gils,and you muſt ſeldome orne- 
ver let your baic lye till in the water, but draw it upanddown, 
asthough the fiſh did move in the water,and fled from the Pike,

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CHAP. 16. 
OFpieſerving Fiſh from all ſorts of 


EVORYEers. 


A Mongſt all the ravenous Creatures which deſtroy Fiſlt, 
there is none more greedy than the Otter, whoſe onely 
food being thereon, hourly lyeth in waite to conſume them: 
Therefore though ſome Fiſher-men uſe to take them with a 
Wheele made with a double tunnel, and called by the name of 
the Otter-wheele, whoſe praiſe is ſo ordinary, that every 
Fiſher-man knowes the uſe of the fame; Yet for a more eakic 
and ready way to deſtroy him, you (hal as near as you can find 
out his haunt, and the holes that are in the bank, and-under 


the Roots of Trees where he lodgeth, and then take a great 


Eele, and {litting her back above her navel, pur in three or 
four lumps of Arſzick, and then ſtitch up the skin again, and 
ſo lay the Ecle from the navel downward in the water , 
and from the navel upward out of the water: which when the 
Otter finds, it is his property to cat unto the navel and no 
further, which if he do, it is certaine that it is the laſt he will 
cat. 

Next tothe Qtter , the Herne is a great devourer of Fiſh , 

eſpecially the ſmallfrye , or that which lives in ſhallow pla- 
ces; therefore to deſtroy the Herne, you ſhal-rake a ſtrong 
Barbcl hook, and baite it, either with a Menow, or a peece- of 
Doggs fleſh: colour your linegreen, and lay it ina ſhallow 
place made faſt to ſome ſtake, where the Herne may wade to 
the knee to take it,and as foon as he hath ſwallowed it,he ſhal 
no more go from the place. 

Now, tor as much as the Fowl is a great deſtrution unto 
the young Spawn or Fry of Fiſh, it ſhall be good for the pre- 
ſervation thereof , to ſtake down into the bottome of y ou 
Ponds gocd long Kids or Faggots of bruſh-woogd, mixt with 
the boughes of green Willowes, or Oziers, in which the Fiſh 
caſting their Spawn, it will be a defence for them, till they be 
able to flye into better fafety, 

Next to the Hern the water-rat isa great deſtroyer of young 
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fiſh, etpecially Tcours, Crevitſes,or any that lyc in holes in che 

banks: the beſt way to deftray them is by hunting them with 

water-D.ges which is a very good (port, and I have ſeen ewen- 

ty kild in an afternoon:but fame do uſe ro take them with hut- 

w. or dead-fals, ſec ig their haunts,but the former way is the 
eter, 

Next them the Sea-pye, and Sza-mew , is a great Deyourer 
or confumer of Fiſh, and there is nq þecter way to take him 
than by ſetting Rods dreſt with water Lime, and ſet ſhorin 
on the edge of the water,one gefſe ar row over another, in ſuc 
places as the Water is moſt (hallaweſt , and upon fome tufts of 
green Weeds lay afiſh for a bajte under the rods, at which he 
can no ſooner ſtrike but he is preſengly taken. 

Next theſe the Kings Fiſher { which is a ſmall greene bird) 
isa great deftroyer of Fiſh, and the way to take him is to marke 
kis haunt where he commonly fſigteth, which iz ever in ſome 
buſh next the River : - they ſet alittle Cradle of limed ftrawes 
about his ſear, and they will quickly rake him, for he ſeldome 
changeth,bur ever fitteth upon one bough. 

Now to conclude,for the Cormorant,the Morehen, the bald 
coot,or the Qſpray , which deftroy all kind of fiſh whatſoever, 
there is no way better to kill them then by watching vheir 
haunts,to ſhgot at them with a Fowling poets and in the bree- 
diug time of the year to deſtroy their nelfs, 


CHAP. 17. 
Of the Orderng of Ponds,for the nouriſhment 
of Fiſh. 


f mc: isnothing that killeth Fiſh, or maketh chem to proſ- 
per worſe, than putrified and ſtinking water: neither is 
there any thing which corrupteth water ſooner than Weeds, 
Sedge, and ſuch filchineſs being ſuffered ro grow therein; 
Therefore it ſhall be good once in three years for to clenſe your 
Ponds of all manner of Weeds and filth , which with a ſmall 
Boat and a ſharp hook you may eafily do at the fall of the leafe, 
for to cut them in the Spring doth increaſe them. Now if your 
Ponds be much ſubje&romud,yas for the moſt part thoſe -- clay 
' Un- 
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tries are, thn ir Thall be good once in feven years to drain 
them,and lade them, and this woul@ be done at the beginning 
of the Spring; and ſuch fiſh as you are willing and meane to 
preſet ve, you (hall put into {mallec pits or ftewee, and the other 
diſpoſe at your pleaſure : then cauking the mud to be troden 
with wens feet a3 youu read Morters; you ſhall ce all the Ecles 
rAtaloſt, which whenyou have taken alſo, then with ſhovels 
and trough Spades caſt oucali the mud and filth {which isa 
fingalar compoſt. tor Land jupon the Bank:then fodde the boc-

ſruicfulleſt grals : allo, yon tit pet tire them of 
ſmall Fry of Roch, Dace, Menow, Loch,and Miller-thumbes, 
for the bigger Fiſh will feed thereon: alſo 'the inward Garbage . 
and bloud of Sheep,Calver, Hogges, and ſuch like,which will 
fat 6h ſuddainly,for you muſt know that as the Fiſh in Rivers 
have,by vertue of the current, ever ſomething brought to them 
to feed on,lo the Fiſh-which is impriſoned in ponds and wants 
that help, muft cither be relieved,or elſe periſh, and there is no- 
thing better to feed them with,then that before ſpoken of,or elſe 
Brewere graines, chippings, curds, and any Corne whatſoever, 
throwne into the Ponds Morning and Evening, 
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CHAP. 18. 
Of the beſt Water-Limse. 


He beft water- Lime that'can be made, and which will moſt 

ſurely hold within the water , is to take a pound of the ' 
firongeſt Bird-lime, and waſh it in nine cunning waters, untill 
there be no hardneſs in it, and then beat out the water cleane, 
and dry it. Which done, putit into an earthen pot, and adde 
thereto as' much' Capons greaſe as will make it runne, two 
ſpoonefulls of ſtrong vinegar, a very little Lamp Oyle, and Ve- 
nice Turpentine, and boil them all gently together upon a ſoft 
fire,ftirring it continually. Then take it from the fire,and let ic 
cool, then at any time when you meane to uſe it, warme it, 
and vhen annointeither your Rods, Buſhes, Strawes, or Lines, 
and no'water will take away the ſtrength. |

Sj) Ince there is no pleaſure more Noble, 

ay Dclightſome , or void of couzenage 

and deceit then this pleaſure of Cock- 

ing is;and ſince many of the beſt wiſ- 

domes of our Nation have been plea- 

ſed ro participate with the delights 

therein, I think it not amiſs, as well 

for the inflruion of thoſe which are 

unexperienced , as fortifying of them 

which have ſome knowledge therein, 

to declare in a few Lines the EleRion, Breeding, and Secrets of 

dyeting the fighting Cock, which having been hitherto con- 

cealed and unwritten of, is(for our pleaſure fake) as worthy a 

general. knowledge zs any delight whatſoever. The choves of 
To ſpeak then firſt of the choiſe of the fighting Cock, you the Cook for. 

ſhall underſtand. that the beft CharaQers you can obſerve in bartel. 

him,is the Shape,Colour,Courage,and ſharp heele: for his ſhape, 

the middle and different 1ize is, ever accounred beſt, becauſe they 

be ever moſt matchable, ſtrong nimble, and ready for your plea- 
; lure 
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ſure in his battle: and ſo the excceding little Cock is as hard to 
match, and is commonly weak and tedious in his manner of 
fighring. ' Hee would beof a proud and upright ſhape, with a 
ſmall head, like untoe Spar-hawke, a quick large tye; and a 
ftrong back,crookt and bigge at the fttting on , and ncolour 
furable ro the plume of his Feathers, as black, yeHow , vor ttd- 
diſh, The beame of his legge would be very ſtrung, and ac- 
cording to his Plume , blew, gray or yellow : his (purres 
long , rough , ahd ſharpe » a litete bending and looking in. 
ward. 

For his colour,the gray py!e, the yellow pyle,or the red with 
the black bref}, is eſteemed the beft:the pide is not ſo good, and 
the white and dun are the worſt. Ifhe be red about the head, 
like skarlet , itisa figne of luſt, firength and courage, bur 
if ke bepalc it is a ſigne of ſickneſs and faintneſs, 

For his- courage , you ſhall obſerve it in his walk , by 
his ertbitg;and the de of his going, and in his pen , by 
his oft crowing. For the ſharpneſs of his heele , or as 
Cockmaſters call ic, thc narrow heele, it is only ſcen 
in his fighting, for that Cock is ſayd to be tharp heeld vr 
narrow heeld, which every time he rifeth hirteth, «nd Frat« 
eth bloud of his adverſary, gilding(as they tearme it) his 
in bloud, and threatning at every blow an ehdof thrbar- 
te], 

And theſe Cocks are ſurely of great eſtimation , for the beſt 
Cock-maſters are of opinion, that a ſharp heeld Cock, though 
he be a little falſe, is much better then the trueft Cock which 


- hath a dull heelc, and hitteth ſeldome, for though the one $ghs 


long yet he ſeldome wounds, andthe other though he wil not 
iaJurethe uttermoſt hewing, yethemakes a very ſuddaine and 
ak diſpatch of his bufineſs,for every blow pur his adverſary 
in danger. 

_ that Cock which is both affuredly hard, and alſo very 
ſharp heeld, he is to be eſteemed, and is of the moſt account a- 
boveall other, and therefore in your general Eke&ion chaſe 
him which is of a ya, an jj good colour, true valour, and of 
a moſt ſharp and ready heel. 

Now for the breeding of theſe Cocks for the battel, it is a_ 
iffc- 
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ditterent trom tholk ot the dunghill , for they acc like Birgg The b.e:d ng 
of prey, in which che femle is ever to be preferred and eſteemed of the bare 
betore the Malczand fo jn the breed of theſe Birds, you muſt be ©*&*: 


ſurethat your Hen be right, that igto ſay, ſhe mult be of a 
right plume,as grey,2griilell,ſpeckt or yellawilh, black or brawa 
is not amiſy: ſhe mal} be kindly unto ner you : of large body, 
well pagked behind tor large Eggs, and well tufted on the 
crown, which ſhewes courage: it ſhe have weapons ſhe is b:rrer, 
but for her valour ic muſt be excellent, for it there beany ſore 
of cowardiſe in her, the chickens cannot be true. 

And it ig a note amonglt the beſt breeders, that the perſeH 
Henne from a Dunghill-cock,wil bring a good chicken but the 
beſt Cock from a Dunghill hen can never get a good bird: and [ 
have knowne in mine own Experience , that the two famouleſt 
Cocks that ever fought in theſe dayes, the ane called Noble, 
the other Griſſcl!, begot en many il] hennes very bad Cocks; 
but the moſt famous henne links never brought bak ill Bird 
how bad ſoever her Cock were. 

Having then unto perfc& Cocks got perf; hennex, (for that 
is4hc beſt breeding) you ſhall know that the beſt ſeaſon of the 
year to breed in,is from the inceeaſc of the Moon in February, 
to the increaſe of the Moon in March, for one March Bird is 
ever better worth then threeat any other ſeaſon. You ſhall 
place her pen in which ſhe fitteth , ro ftand warm, and to make 
her bed of ſoft and ſweet ſtraw, for they be much tenderer then, 
the Dunghils are , neither fhall you ſuffer any other Fowl to 
come in her view where ſhe fits , for it will move ber to diſ- 
pleaſure,and make her to indinger her Eggr. 

You ſhall alſo obſerve in her ſitting, — 4 ſhe be buſte to 
' tyrne her ( which is a good ſigne in a hen Jand if ſhe be 
lack, you ſhall belp ber at at ſuch times as ſhe riſeth from her 
neſt, and ever be ſure that when ſhe commeth From her neſt, to 
have meat and water ready for her, left being forced to leck her 
food,ſhe ſuffer her Eggs to cool too much: alſo, you ſhall have 
Sand, Gravsll, and fine fi'ted aſhes in the roome where ſhe 


fitteth, in which ſhe may bath and trim her ſelfe, at her plea« 
fur

Aſter ons and twenty dayes is the time of their harching, 
an 
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and it when theyare new hatched, ſhe doe negle& to cover and 
keep the firſt warm til the reſt be diſcloſed, you hal obſerve her, 
and take thoſe that are firft open:d, and lapping them in warm - 
Wool,lay them within the ayr of the fire ti] the reft be hatcht,& 
then put them all under her,& keeping both the hen & them ex- 
ceeding warm,for they be ſoc tender that the leaft cold will Kill 
them, andfuffer neither them'nor the hen to go abroad into the 
ayre tall they be a month old:and let them have ftore of food, as 
Oat-meale, Cheeſe parings , Chilter-wheate, andAuch like, 
al a large room to walk in, the floor being board; for the 
_ floore is too moyfſt , and the plaſter-floore too 
cold. 

Aſter they area month old,you ſhall let them walke in ſome 
gras court or green pJace,where they may have {tore of Worms, 
but by all means be ſure there be no ſtinking puddles of water 
in it, no finks, nor filthy Channels, for iris the greateſt poyſon 
that can be to Birds of this nature, and breed<cth thoſe Diteaſes 
which are moſt mortall:if every morning before they goe forth, 
you perfume them and their roome with Roſemary, or Peny- 
royall burnt, it is a great preſervation againft all thoſe infirmi- 
_— to chop Letk blades amongſt their Meat is very good 
alſo, 

In this fort you ſhall nouriſh them till you may diſtinguiſh 
the Cock-Chicken trom the hen , and then ſecing their Combs 
or Watttls but appear , you ſhall cut them away, and ſo anoint 
the fore vrith ſweet Butter till itbe whole. This will make 
rhem have fine ſmall, flender,and {ſmooth heads, whereas to ſuf- 
fer the Combe to grow to his bigneſs, and then cut it away, it 


. will make him have a gouty thick head,with great Jumps: nei- 


ther is the Flux of blood wholeFome,for the leaſt lofle of bload 
in a feathered foule, is exceeding mortall , and very dan- 
erour. 

You ſhall ſuffer your Cock-Chickens to go together with 
their hens till they beginneto fight, and peck one at another, 
but then you ſhall ſeparate them, and difperſe them into ſeve- 
ral walkes;and that walke is the beſt for a fighting Cock which 
1s farthett from reſortzas at Windmills or Water-mills,Grange= 
houſes, andluch like, where hee may live with his hennes with- 
out 
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out the offence or company of other cocks. Lodges in Parks are 
alſo good,ani4 ſo are Conie-warrens, only they are alittle too 
much haunted with vermine,and that is dangerous: ler the feed- 
ing place tor your cockes be upon (oft dry ground, our upon 
boardes:for to feed upon paved Earth, or on Plafter flcores will 
make their beaks weak, blunt, and not apt to hold aff, Any 
white corn is good food for a cocke in his walke, and foare 
tofts or crufts of bread ſteeped in drivk, or mans Urine , for ic 
will both ſcowr and covie them inwardly, | 

If your chickens begin co crow(not "WE ſix moneths olu) 
clear and lowd,ot at unfeaſonable times, doe not «teenie them, 
for it is an apparent figne of cowardiſe and falſhood : for the 
true cock is very Jong before he get his voyce, and when he 
bath it, he obſerves his hours with the beſt judgement. Unto 
your fighting cock three hennes are ſufficient, five are with the 
moſt, for they are ſo hot of nature,and will tread ſo much , chat 
they ſoone conſume their naturall ſtrength. 

A cock would not be put to the battel before he be two yeers 
old, at which time he isperfe& and compleat in every mem- 
ber, for co ſuffer him to fight when bis ipurres are buc wartr, 
you may well know his ccurage, but never his gocd- 
neſs. 

You muſt alſo have an «fpeciall care to the Perch whereon 
your cock fitteth when he roufteth, for if it be too ſmall in the 
grype,or crooked, or ſo ill placed that he cannot fir,bur he muſt 
ſtraddle with his legges, any of theſe faults will make him un» 
even heeld, and whatſoever he was naturally, yet by this acci- 
dent he wil neverbe good ftriker,for the making of the Perch ei- 
ther maketh or marceth the cock. Therfore to prevent this fault, 
the beſt way is to: have in your Rouſt a row of little Perches, 
not above ſeven or eight inches in Iength, and not a foot from 
the ground, ſo that your ccck tay witheaſe go upto them, 
and being ſet, muft of force have his leggs ſtand neer together. 
It is a rule, that he which is a tTloſe fitter is ever a narrow 
ſtriker. 

Let the footftool of the Perch be round & ſmooth, & abvut the 
bigneſs of a mans arme. Yet for your beter knowledge becauſe 
words cannot ſo well expreſs theſe quantitice, it ſhall not be a- 
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mils for -you to go to ſyme famous Cockmaſtzrs houſe and 
view the Perches which are within his feeding Pewnes, and ac- 
cording. to thoſe proportions frame your owne , for the 
Perch is che making and ſpoiling of any Cock whatſo- 
ever. . 
 Againe, you muft be carefull , that when your Cock doth 
leap from his Perch , that the ground be ſoft whereon he ligh« 
eth, for if it be hard or rough, ic vill make your Cock grow 
gowty,and pur fort h knots upon his fcer. | 

Now laftly, for the dyering and ordering of a Cock for a 
bartel,which is a ſecret yet never divulged, but kept cloſe inthe 
breſts of ſome few , and for as much as in it only conſiteth all 
the ground and ſubftance of the pleaſure , the beſt Cock undye- 
red , not being able to encounter wich the worſt Cock that is 
dycted, you hall underſtand, that the time to take up your 
Cccks is at the latter endof Awg»ft.(tor from that timetil the 
latter end of May Cocking, is in requeſt) and having viewed 
them well, and ſee that they are ſound, hard feathered, and full 
ſummed, you ſhall put them into ſeverall Pennes, the models 
whereof you may behold' in every Cock-maſters or Inne- 
keepers houſe, having a moving Perchin it , toſer at which 
corner ofthe Pen you pleaſe. 

This Pen ſhould be made of very c1ſe boards, well joyned 
together all but the fore-front , which would be made open 
like a Grate, one Barre two inches diſtant #om another, and 
before the Grate two large Tronghes of (ofe wood, one for his 
meat,the other for his water; The dore of the Grate ſhould be 
made 80 lift up and down, of ſuch Targeneſsthat you may wihh 
eaſe put your cock'in and out, and daylyclenſethe pen to keep 
it ſweet and wholeſome. 

This Pen would beat leaſt three foot inr height, and ewo 
foot in ſquare every way, and many of them may be joyned in 
one front,according to the bigneſs of the roome; in which they 
are buiſt:and alſo one above another, only with over-fhadow- 
Ing boards, ſo that one cock may not fee another. 

When your Cock, as aforeſaid, is put up into his Pen, you 


ſhall for-chree or four daies feed him only with old Mancher, 


the cruft pared away, and cut into licle ſquare birs, and Fr 
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ſhall give him © the quantity of a good handiuil at a time, ant 
you ſhall feed him three times in a dayzthat js to ſay,at Sun riſe, 
at high roonr, and at Sun ſet, You hall ever let him have be- 
fore him rhe fineſt, coldeſt, and ſweeteft Spring-water that you 
can get. 

Aker he hath been thus fed four dayes,and his Corn, Worm, 
Gravell,and other courſe feeding gone from him, in the Morg- 
ing take him out of the Pen, and another Cock alſo, and put- 
ting a paire of Hots upon each of their heeles , which Hots are 
ſott bumbaſted roules of Leather, covering their Spurres, fo 
that they cannot hurt or bruiſe one another, and ſo fetting them 
downon the green grafle, let them fight and buffet one another 
a goud (pace,as long az in their teaching they 'doe not wound 
or draw blood on: upan anorher; and this is called the ſpgrcing 
of Cccks:itheatethand chafeth their bodies, and it-breaketh 
the fat and glut, which is within them, and maketh ic apt ts 
cleanſe and come away. 

After your Cocks have ſparred ſufficiently, and that you ſee 
them pant and grow weary, you ſhall take thera up, aud taking 
off their Hots, you mult havedeep ſtraw baskets made for the 
purpoſe, with ſweer ſoft ſtraw to.the middle, and then pur in 

our Cock, cover him with ſweet traw up to the top,and then 
- on the lidcloſe, and there let your Cock ſtove and ſweat 
till the Evening. 

But yet before you put him into the ſtove, you ſhall take But- 
cr and Roſemary finely chopt,, and white Sugar candy, all 
mixt together, and give him a lump thereof, as much as your 
thumbe, and then let him ſweat, for the nature of this ſcowring 
is to bring away-his greaſe, and to bread breath and ſtrength. 
You may in time of neceſſity , for want of theſe ſtraw batkets 
ſow your Cock ina Cock-bagge, by laying ſtraw both under 
and ehim, but it isnocſo good, becaule the Ayre hath 
more power topaſle thorow it, 

Aker four of the clock inthe Evening, you may take your 
Cock our of the ftove, and licking his head and eyes all over 
with your tongae, put him into his Fenne, and then taking a 
good handful of bread, ſmall cut, put: it intokis trough , and 
then piſſing into the trough, alſo give it him to cat» ſo as he may 
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take his bread our of the warme urine, for this Will make his 
ſcouring worke , and cleanſe both highead and body wonder- 
fully. 
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Now you ſhall underſtand , that the bread which you ſhall | 


give him at this time, and at a!l other times during his dyet- 
ing, ſha!l not be Mancher, but a ſpecial bread made tor the pur- 
poſe, in this manner: you ſhall take of wheat-meal half a Peck , 
and of fine oate- meal-flower as much , and mixing them roge- 
ther, knead them into a ſtiffe paft, with Ale, thee white of a 
dozen Eggs, and halfa pound of Butter , and having wrought 
the dowe exceeding well, make it into broad thinne cakes, 
and b2ing three or four daies old, and the bliſterings of che 
outſide cut away, cnt into little ſquare bits, and give it the 
Cock: | 

There be fome' others that in this bread will mixe Lycoras , 
Annis-zeds, and other hot Spices, and willalſo in the Cock 
water ſteep {lices of Lycorar, but ic is not commendable, for ir 
is both unnatural and unwholſome, and maketh a Cock ſo hot 


at the heart, thatwhen he comes to the latter end of a battle, he- 


is ſuffocated and overcome wich his own heat: therefore I ad- 
viſe men of judgement , to take that for the beft dyet which 
is moſt natura], and leaft contrary unto the Fowles ordinary 
feeding. , 

But to returne to my former Diſcourſe , after you have fed 
your Cock thus for all night, you ſhall the next day let him 


' reſt,” and onely give him his ordinary feedings of Bread and 


Water, then the next day ( which is the ſecond day after his 
ſparring) you ſhall take him into a fayre even green Cloſe,and 
there ſetting him down , having ſome Dunghil-Cock in your 
arme?, you ſhall ſhew it him and ſo run from him, and entice 
him to follow you, am ſo chaſe up and down halte an hour at 
leaft, ſuffering him now and then to have a ſtroke at the Dung- 
hill-Cock. And when you fee that he is well heated and pant- 
eth, you ſhall rake him up and bear him into your Cock-houſe, 
and there firſt give him this ſcouring : Take of Butter, which 
hath no ſalt, halfe a pound, and beat it in a Morcaar with the 
Jeaves of Herb of Grace, Iſop., and Roſemary, till the Herbes 
cannot be perceived, and that the Butter is brought to a greene 
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Salve, and of this give the Cock a roule or two, as big as your 
thumbe, and then ftove him in the basket, as is before ſaid; cill 
Evening, and then feed as was formerly declared, 

The nextday you ſhall let him reſt and feed, and the next 
day after, you ſhall ſparre him again, and thus every other day 
f,r the firtt fortnight, you ſhall eicher ſparre or chaſe your 
Cock, which are the moſt naturalleſt and kindlieft heates that 
you can givehim , andafter every-heat, you ſhall give kima 
ſcouring: for this will break and cleanſe from hin al greaſe , 

glut, and filthynefſe, which lying in his body, makes him 
purſi:, faint, andrnot able to ftand out the latter end of a 
batt*1. 

Having f:dde your Cocke thus the firſt fortnight, the ſecond 
fortnight you ſhall alſo feed him in the ſame manner, and with 
the ſame food, but you ſhall not ſparre him, or give him heats 
above twice ina week at the moſt, in ſo much that thrice or 
fuurcimes in the fortnight will be ſufficient, and each time you 
faall ftove and ſcoure him, according to the nature of his heats, 
that is to ſay, if you heat him much, you ſhall ſtove him long, 
and give bim of your fcouring the greater quantity: if you finde 
that he is in good breath, and needcth bur (light heats, then you 
ſhall ſtove him the lefle while, and givehim the lefle of the 
ſcowring. 

Now to the third fortnight, which maketh up the fix weeks 
compleat ( being a time ſufficient to prepare a Cock for his 
bactel) you ſhall teed him as aforeſaid, but you ſhall not ſparre 
him at all, for fear of making his head tender or ſore, neither 

ive himany violentexerciſe, but onely twice or thrice in the 

ortnight, moderately, lethim run and chaſe up and down, to 
maintain his wind, and now and then cuffe a Cock, which you 
ſhall hold co him in your hands, which done, you ſhall give 
him his ſcouring well round in the pouder of Sugar-candy , 
white or brown, but brown is thebetter , for the Cock then be- 
ing come toperſe& breath, and having no filth in his body for 
the ſcouring to work on, is will work -and cauſe operation 
upon the vitall parts, and make the Cock fick, which the Su- 
gai=candy will prevent, and ſtrengthen nature againft rhe 
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Afcertheend of 11x weekes teeding, finding your cock in 
Ioft and breath, you may fighr him at your pleatarc, obſerving 
that he haveat leaſt three daies reft betorehe fight, and well 
emptied of his meat before you bring him into the Pir. 

Now when you bring hia into the Pit to fight, you muft 
have an efpeciall care to the matching of him, for in thatarr 
confifteth the greateſt glory cf the Cock-m: ſter, for what avail- 
eth it tofeed never ſo well , it in the matching you. give that 
advantage which overthroweth your former labcur? Therefore 


"in your matching'there are two thingsto beconfidered:that is, 


the length of cocks, and the trength' of cocks: for if your adyer- 
ſary-cock be too lung, yours ſhall har ly catch his head, 
and then he can never indanyer eycor life : and if he bethe 
ſtronger, he will overbear your cock, and not ſuffer him to rite, 
and ftrike with any advantage: therefore for the knowledge of. 
theſetwo rules, y Ants experience be the beſt Tator, yet the 
rf, which is length, you fhall judge by your cyc, when you 
gripe the cock about the waſ?, and\make him ſhut out his legs, 
in which poſture you ſhall ſee the utmoſt of his highe, and ſo 
compare them in ycur judgement. Nor for his ſtrength, which 
is known bythe rhicknefſe of his body , for that cock is ever 
held the ftrongeſt which is the largeſt in the garth , y.u ſhall 
know it by the meaſure of your hands, gryping the cock about 
from the points of your great fingerr, . to the joynts of *your 
thumbes, andeither of thefe advantages by no meanes give to 
your adverſary, but if you doubt loffcin the one, yet be ſureto 
gain in the other: for the weak long cock will rife at more 
caſe, and the fhort ſtrong cock will give the furcr blow, (0 
that becauſe all cocks are nor caſt into a mould, there may be a 
reconciliation of the advantagee, yet by all means givea lictle 
as you can. | 

When your cock is equally matcht, you ſhall thas prepare 
him tothe fight , firſt: with apair of tine cock ſhears you ſhall 
cat all his Maine off, clofe unto his neck, even from his head 
onto the ſerting on of his ſhoulders , then you ſhall clip off all - 
the Feathers from his taile cloſe unto his Rumpe , where 
themore skarlet that you ſece in his *Rumpe, in the berter 
eſtate of body the cock iz. Then you ſhall take his wings, and 
ſpreading them forth by the length of the ficſt feather of =

The Office of the Malt, and the ſeverall ſecyets, and know- 
ledges belonging to the makeng of Malt. 


T: is moſt requiſite and fit that our Houſewife be experien-« 
ced and wel praftiſed-in the wel making of Malt , both 
for the neceſſary and continnal uſe thereof , as"alſo for the 
generall profit which accreweth and ariſeth ro'the Hubbard, 
Houſewife, and the whole Family ; for as fromy it is\made 
the drink by which the Honſhold is nouriſhed and ſuftained, 
foto the fruttfull Husband-man'( who is the maſter of - rich 
ground, and much tillage ) it is an'excellent merchandize, 
and a commodity of ſo great trade, that adorn 19 
Towns and Cotmtries arc maintained cherebyy bur-alfo the 
whole Kingdom, and divers others of our Na- 
M 
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ing che making tyexeo? onely, becauſe che ſealonof the year = © 
2 kindly deying or hardning thereof, it differeth: wy 
muck in taſte, and will be ſofralwaics; atid of theſe eddilſty- 
Cheeſes you may make as many kindes as of, Summer 
Cheeſes, as of one meale, two meales, or of milk that is 
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Of wheycurds: ih 
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» tions. This office or place'of knowledge belongeth particu» 

larly co th&Houſe-wife ; and though we have many excellent 
'Men-malſters, yer it __ y the work and care of the wo- 
man' for it is-a houſe-work, and done altogether within, 
dores , where generally lyeth: her charge; the man only 
ought to bring in, and to provide,the grain, and excuſe 
from her portage or too heavy burthens,. but for the Art of 
making the Malt ,. and the ſeverall labours appertaining co. 
g the ſame, even from the Fat to the Kiln, it is only the work 
be of the Houſe-wife,. and the Maid-ſervants to her appertain-

To begin then with the firſt knowledge of our Malſter, it 
confifteth in the ele&ion and choife of grain fit to make Malt 
on, of which there are indeed truly but two kinds , that is 

- to ſay, Barley, which is of all other the moſt excellent for 
this purpoſe ; and Oates, which when Barley is ſcant or want- 
' Ing, maketh alſo a good and ſufficient.Malt : and though the 
drink which is drawn.from it , be neither ſo much in the 
' quantity, ſo ſtrong inthe ſubſtance, nor yet ſo pleaſant inthe 
taſte , yer is the drink very gone and tolerable , and nouriſh- 
ing enough for any reaſonable creature. Now I do not deny, 
x. but there may be made Malt of Wheaty Peaſe, Luping, Fetches, 
. and ſuch like,.yet it is with us of no retained cuſtom,nor is 
. the drink fimply drawn or extraited from thoſe grains,cither 
wholeſome or pleaſant , but. trong and falſoume : therefore I 
think it not fitto ſpend any time in treating of the ſame; To

the rafter of the Kilne as even and thinne as may be, and laid* 
as it were ſtraw by ftraw in a juſt proportion, where $kill and: 
induſtry may make it thin or thick at pleaſure, as but rhe 
thicknefſe otone ſtraw or of two , three, foure or five;as ſhal 
ſcem to your judgment molt convenient, and then this, there 
canbe nothing-more even, more dry, ſweet, or open.to let in 
the heat at your pleaſure:and although in the old openKilnes 


it be ſubje& to danger of fire , by reaſon of the quickneſſe to 


receive the flame,yet in the French Kilnes(before mentioned) 
it is a moſt ſafe bedding, for not any fire can ceme neer un-

Bur if the Mar be made 
cicther of Bulrulhes, Flage,or any other thick-{ubſtange (asfor 
the moſt part they-are ) thenic is not ſo good a bedding, both 
becauie the thicknefle keepeth cont heat, and is long before 
it can be warmed); as alſo 1n that it ever being cold , naturally 
of it ſelfe draweth intoit a certaine moyſture, which with 
the fiſt heat being expeled in tmoke, doth much offend and- 
breed iII taſte in-the Malt. There be othersthat bed 'the Kilne 
with'a kind of Matt made of broad thin ſplints of wood 
wrought Checkerwiſe one into another, and ithath the ſame 
faults which. the thick Matt hath; forit is long in catching 
the heat, and will eyer {moke at the firſt warming , and that 
{moke will the: Malt ſmell on ever after ; for the ſmoke of woed 
is ever more ſharpe aud piercing then any other ſmoke what» 
loever. | 

», Beſides , this Wogden matt , after. it hath once bedded the 
Kiln, it can hardly afterward be taken aip or removed ; for 
by continuall hear, being brought to ſuch an extreame dry- 
neſſe, ifupon any occaſion either to mend the Kiln, or cleanſe 
the Kiln, or do other neceflary labour underneath the bed- 
ding, you ſhall take up the wooden mat , it wquld prefently 
crack, and fall to pieces, and be no more ſerviceable. 

There be others wbich bed the Kiln with a bedding made 
all of wickers ; of (mal wands foulded one into another like a 
hurdle, or ſuch wand-worke; but it is made very open, every 
wand at leaſt two or three fingers one from another : and this 
kind of bedding isa very ſtrong kind of bedding, and willaſt 
long , and. catcheth the heat at the firſt ſpringing ,, onely-the 
ſmoke is offenſive, and the roughneſs without greatcare uſed, 
will ſoon weare out your hair cloth- yet in ſuch-places where 
ſtraw is not. to be got or-ſpared , and that you-are conipel- 
led onely to ufe wood for your fewell in drying your Malc,1 
aller this bedding'before any other,far it is very good, ftrong 


and Jong laſting: beſides, it. may be taken up and ſet by at 
pleaſure, ſothat you may.{weepand cleanſe your Kilne as oft *_

Next the Bedding of the Kilne , our Malſter by all meanes Of f. wel for _ 
mult have an eſpeciall care with what fewell ſhe dryeth the the drying of 
Malt; for commonly according tothat it ever recgiveth and Mair. 
keepeth-the caſte, if by ſome eſpcciall Art in the Kiln that an» 
noyance be not raken away. To ſpeak then of tewels in gene- 
ral,theyace of divers kir.ds according tothe natures of ſoyles, 
and the accommodation of places in which men live; yet the 
belt and moſt principal fewel for the Kilnes { both for ſweer- 
neſſe, gentle heat, and perfeR dryingYis cicher good Wheat- 
raw, Rye-ſtraw, Barley-ſtraw z or Oaten-ſtraw ; and of theſe 
the Wheat ſtraw is the beſt,becaule it is moſt ſubſtantial,long- 
eſt laſting, makes the ſharpeſt fire, and yeelds the leaſt flame : 
the next is Rye ſtraw, then Oaten ftraw,and laſt Barley-ſtraw, 
which by reaſon it is ſhorteſt, lighteſtgleaſt Jafting,ands glyeth: 
more blaze then heat , it is laſt of theſe white ſtraws to be 
choſen , and where any of thele fail or are ſcarce ,.,you may 
take the ſtubble or after crop of them, when the upper part is 
ſhorn away which being wel dryed-and houſedzis as good as 
any of the reſt already ſpoken of, and lefſe chargeable ,-be- 
cauſe it is not fit for any better purpoſe as to make fodder , 
manure, or ſuch like, or more then ordinary thatching , and | 
ſo fitteſt for this purpore: Next to theſe white frawes, your Re. 
long Fen Ruſhes , being very exceedingly wel withered and F, 
dryed , and al the ſappy tnoyſturg gotten ourof them , and ſo 
either ſafely honed or ſtacked, are the beſt fewel : for they 
make a very ſubſtantial fire and much laſting , neicher are apr ud 
ta much blazing ; nor the ſmoke ſo {tarp or viglent, but may * 
very welt be endured : where all theſe are wanting, you may 5 
take the Straw of Peale , Fetches, Lupins ,or Tares - any of 
which wilſerye,yet the ſmoke is apt:to taint,& the fire with- 
out preyentiondryeth too ſodainly and ſwiftly. Next tothele 
isclean Bean'ftraw , or ſfirawmixt.of Beanes and Peaſe roge- 
ther; but this muſt be handled with great diſcretion for the 
ſubſtance containeth.'ſo much heat, that ie wil. rather burn 
then dry, if ic be not moderated,.and the ſmoke-is alio,mneh 
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offenfive, Next to this Bean-ſtraw is your Furs,Gorſe,Whins, * 
or ſmall Bruſh-wood , which differeth not much from Bean | 
_ ſtraw; onely the ſmoke is-muchſharper, and tainteth the 
Malt with a ninch ftrohger favour, To thefe I may adde Bra- 
ken or Braks , Ling, Heath , or Brome, al which may ſerve in 
time of necefficy,but cach one of them have thisfault,that they 
adde to the Malt an il taſte or favour. After theſe I place wood 
of all ſorts, for each is alike noyſome, and ifthe ſaroke which 
commeth from it touch the Malc, the infeftion cannot be re- 
moved; from whence amongſt the beſt Husbands hath ſprung 
this Opinion, that when at any time drinke is ill caſted, they 
ſay ſtraight, is was niade of Wood=dryed malt, And thus you. 
ſee the generality of fuels, their vertues, faults , and how they 
aretobe imployed. Now for Coale ofal kindes, Turf, or 
Peate, they are not by any meanes to be uſed under Kilnes, 
except where the furnaces are ſo ſubtilly made,that the ſmoak 
is conveyed a quite contrary-way, and never commeth neere 
the malc; in that caſe it skilleth not what fuel you uſe, ſo-it be 
durable and cheap it ts fit for the purpoſe, onely great regard 
muſt be had tothe gentleneſs of the fire ; for as the old Pro- 
verb is (Soft fire makes ſweet Malt ) ſo too raſh and haſty a 
fire. ſcorcheth and burneth it, which is called among Mal- 
ſters Fire-fangd ; and ſuch Malt is good for little or -no pur- 
poſe: therefore to keep a temperate and truefire, is the only 
Art of a moſt skiltull Maltſter. 

Whenthe Kiln is thus made and furniſhed of all neceſlaries 
duely belonging to the ſame, your Maltſters next care ſha Ibe 
to the faſhioning and making of the Garners, Hutches, or 
Holds in which both the malr after it is dryed , and the Barly 
before itbe ſteeped, is to be kept and preſeryed; and theſe 
Garners or Safes for Corne are made of diverſe faſhions, and 

- diverſe matters, as ſome of Boords, ſome of Bricks, ſome of 
Stone , fome of Lime and Haire, and ſome of Mad, Clay or 
Loame : but al of theſe have their ſeveral fan!ts; for wood: of 
all kinds breedeth Weevel and Wormes which deſtroy the 
Graine,and is indeed much too hor:foralthough male would 
eyer be kept paſling dry , yetnever ſolictle overplus 'of heat 
Withers it, and takes away the vertue ; foras moiſture'rots& 

corrupts

corrupts it , ſo heat takes away and decayeth the ſubſtance. 
Brick , becauſe it is Jaid with Lime, is alcogether unwhole- 
ſome ; forthe Lime being apt at change of weather to ſweat, - 
moiſtneth the grain, and-ſo tainteth it ; and in the dryecſt Sea» 
ſons with the ſharp hot cafte , doth fully as much offend it : 
thaſe which are made of ' Stone are muck more noyſome, 
both in-reſpe& of the reaſons before rehearfed;/as alfo in that 
all Stone of ic ſelfe wil ſweate,and ſo more and more corrup- 
teth the grain which is harboured jin-it. Lime and haire 
being .of the ſame nature, carrieth the ſame offences, and 
is inthe like ſort tobe eſchewed. Now for Mudde, Clay, 
or Loame, in as much as they maſt neceſſarily*be mixt 
with wood, becauſe otherwiſe of*themſelves ,- they can+ 
not knit or bind together ; and beſtdes , that the clay or 
loame muſt be mixt either with chopthay, choprt ſtraw , or 
chopt Litter , they are as great breeders of Wormes and ver- 
mine as wood is, nor are they defences againſt Mice, but'caſie 
to be wrought through , and ſo very unprofitzble for any Haſ- 
band or Houſwite to uſe, Befides, they-are much too hor, and 
being either in acloſe houſe, neere the Kilne , or the backe or 
face of any other Chimney, they dry the Corn too ſore, and 
make it dwindle and wither, ſo that it neither filleth the bu- 
ſhel nor enricheth the liquor , but turnes to lofle every way. 
The beſt Garner then that can be made both for ſafety & pro- 
fit,is tobe made cither of broken tile-ſhread,or broken bricks, 
cunningly and even layd and bound together with Plaſter of 
Paris, or our ordinary Englith Plaſter,or burnt Alabaſter, and 
then covered all over both within and withour , in the bot- 
tome and on every hide, at leaſt three fingers thick with the 
ſame Plaſter,ſg as no bricke or ty le-ſhread may by any means 
be ſeen, or come neere to touch the Corne ; and thefe Garners 
you may make as big ,or as little as you pleaſe, according to 
the frame of your houle, or places of moſt conyenience for the 
purpoſe,which indeed would ever be as neete the Kiln as may 
be, that the ayre of the fire in the dayes of drying, may come 
unto the ſame , orelſe neere the backs or fides of Chintnies , 
where the ayre thereof may. corre the extream coldneſſe of 
thi plaſter,which of all things chat are bred jn theearth, y he 
c0 
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coldeſt thing thatimey!be , and-yet malt dry , and'not'apt to 
ſweat or take moyſtiire, but by ſame violenc extremity ; _nei- 
ther will any-warme or vermine come near it, becauſethe 
reat coldnels thereof is a mortal enemy totheir natures,and

within the Land, that there is no ſalt ſand within many ſcore * 
miles of it, how then ſhall I make good my barren earth? 'fure 
to fetch ſand {o farre will never equall the coftzor it may be this 
experience hath no further limitsthen to ſuch hard and barren 
earths as lye alongſt the Sea- coaſt onely. | 

To this I anſwer, that al-be this ſalt Sea-ſand beof infinite 
good and neceſſary uſe, inriching grounds wonderfully much, 
yet is not this experience of bettering of barren ſoiles ſo ſtri&- 
ly bound thereanto, but that without any uſe of the ſame, you 
may make your earth as fruitfull in Corn or Graſs,as hath been" 
already formerly declarcd. 

Therefore it your ground lye. much within the. Land, and. 
farre from the Sta, fo that this commodity of ſand is not by 
any poſſible meanes to be gotten, then you ſhall (having firft 
lookt into the nature of your ground , and-finding ip to be by 

all chara&ers and faces a cold,barren, ftiff,dry Clay,yeclding no-- 
thing but a ſhort moſſie-graſs, withcurany other Cbas at all,

no dcubr but you ſhall find a marveilous great iricreaſe thereby: 
for this 1 can affureyou, bothfrom. a moſt certain knowledge, 
and amoſt worthy relation, that a gentleman baying ſomeſtore 
of ſeed-Whcar, and iuforſt tobring it home by Sea, by ſome 
caſual] means ſome of the ſacks at the-unlading,, fell into the 
'Sea,and were much drenchet inthe ſalt-water,wherat the Gentle< 
men being gricved(as.dcubting ſomehurt to come tothe ſeed ) 
yet inforſt of neceſſity to make uſe thereof,cauſed all the Wheat 
which. was ſo wet to be ſown by it ſelf in a particutarplace, 
and upon-the worſt ground which he had, (as mich difpairing 
in the increaſe thereof) and it is moſt infallibly true;that of thay 
wet Seed,he received at leaſt five-fold more profit than of any 
others & from thence it came,thatthis experiment of Brine$& the 
ſowing of ſalt hathtaken place; from which the painfulthus- 
bandman hath found tuch infinite increaſe to ariſe, that the 
uſe thereof will never be layed down in this Kingdome. Neither 
is the thing it ſelf without good and ftrong probability of much 
increaſe and ftrength for the bettering of all manner of arable 
grounds;for there is nothing which killeth weeds,quicks,and o= 
ther offences of the ground fo much as ſaltneſs:: for what makes 
your Pigeons dung :& your Pullens dung to be better for arable 
greunds than any other dung or manure whatſoever, but by rea 
ſon of the ſalcneſs thereof?by which ſaltneſsalfo,you may judge 
the ſtrength and heat thereof,inſomuch that the proper taſte of 
fire,or any hot thing is eyer ſalt; alſo we ſay in Phi y, that 
blood which carrieth the vitall heat and warmth ofthe bod 
is intaſt ſalt, and ſoa nouriſher, maintainer,and increaſer of af!

any of them to appear above the earth,though they be not halfa 
finger high, you ſhall preſently with all diligence pull them 
up by the roots, and caſt them away, or lay them in heapsth 
they may be afterwards burnt, and the afhes ſprinkled upon th 
grou d: and herein is to be obferved, that the younger and 
oonE that you do pull up theſe weeds, thebetter it is, and the 
eaſilicr they will come trom the earth, and the ſooner be de- 
ſroyed : for all thoſe mixtures wherewith already you have 
been taughtto mixe yuur earth, are inthemſelves ſuch naturall 
enemies toall theſe kind of barren werds, that ſhould you 0s 
mit the manual labour of deftroying them(which'no good hus- 
band willingly will do ) yet in time the earth of it ſelf, and the 
often plowing of the ſame would leave no ſuch offence of weeds 
or other growths which might kinder the corn.

loſs of time and loſs of ſubſtance: but where it is to be prevented 
or avoyded by induftry, or that thoſe over-flowings or $ea- 
breaches come and happen by caſualty or change,as either bythe * 
unnaturalneſs and ſupcrabundance of tides being driven in by 
theviolence and impetuouſneſs of outragious winds, orby any 


' negle& or breach. in the Sea-wall , or other miſhaps ofthe like 


nature, which hapneth ſometimes ſcarce once in an age, at the 
moſt not above once or twice in many years;in theſe caſes there 
is woſt certain remedy,and the ground (o ſpoyled and waſted, 
may by artand induſtry be .again reduced and brought tothe

JF your barren Paſtures or Meadows be ſo ſeated that there is 
[4 no poſſible means of waſhing or drowning them with water, 
you are then coly to reſtore and ſtrengthen them by the effica- 
cy of manure or ſoyl, without any other help, and this ma 
diverſe wayes be done, as by thoſe manner of manurings whic 
I have formerly treated of. But to go a better and briefer way 
to work,and more for the caſc and capacity of the Pabe the> 
| nan 
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bandman,, whenſaeyer you ſhall be poſſeſt ofthele barren pa- 
ſtures,it the barrennefle proceed from ſand,or gravell, then ſome 
Husbands vſe to manure the paſture over with the beſt clay 
they can get,firſt laying it in heaps, then ſpreading it, and laſtly 
withclotting beetles breaking it into as fine duft as they can ger 
it,and this labour they commonly performe as ſoon as they 
can after Harveſt, when the latter ſpring is caten and the earth is 
moſt baxe,but if the barrenne(s proceed from an hungry, cold & _ 
dry clay,then the manure is with the beft mooriſh black carth 
which they can get,or with any moyſt manure whatſoever, el- 
pecially and above the reft when the ſoyle that is digged out of 
old ditcher, ponds, or dried up ſtanding lakes, and this earth 
muſt be laid plentifully upon the ground in manure heaps, as 
aforeſaid, that is to ſay firft in great heaps, then after broken 
and diſperſed over the whole ground, and laſtly broken into 
ſmall duft,and mixed with the ſwarth ofthe ground, and this 
labour as the other genere!ly performed after the Harveſt as a 
time of moſt convenience, and giving the earth a fic reſpite 
to ſuck in the ſtrength and comfort of the new earth,and alſo 
having all the Winter after with his frofts,ſnowes, and ſhowers, 
to mellow. ripen and mixe together the one earth with the 0- 
ther , and doubtleſs this is a moſt exceeding good Husbandry, 
and not to be refeld or carpt againſt by any knowing or ſound 
judgement;onely it is not the moſt abſolute, or beſt of all waies 
whatſoever, byt that others may bez found ſome what more 
near, and ſomewhat more commodious.
